EDITORIAL PAGE 
Keep Rent Controls 


Premier Manning's statement in the legis- 
lature last week that the Alberta government 
will re-consider its decision not to step into 
the rent control field will surely be welcomed 
by many people. 

With the federal government planning 
to abandon rent controls, April 30, fear had 
been expressed in many quarters that rents 
would rise beyond the capacity of the aver- 
age person. 

As Liberal Leader Harper Prowse com- 
mented, withdrawal of all rent controls 
would surely be a crushing blow to many 
families. 

The most valid reason for maintaining 
rent controls here, we think, is that with the 
great increase in population Alberta has ex- 
perienced, there just hasn't been enough new 
houses built to accommodate our growing 
numbers, 

The demand exceeds the supply. Until 
this situation is reversed, we think it a vital 
necessity for Alberta to maintain a system of 
rent controls. 


Curbs on Credit 


According to the Bank of Montreal, in the 
bank’s latest ‘Business Review,” recent curbs 
in granting of bank and other credit will af- 
fect the tendency towards inflation in this 
country. Asa result of consultations among 
bankers and with the Bank of Canada there 
is to be no further expansion of bank credit 
in 1951. 

Specific steps to halt 
follows: 

(a) To discontinue making ‘term loans” 
for capital purposes as distinct from loans to 
finance operations of a current nature and, 
in the same context, to refrain from purchas- 
ing corporate securities with a maturity of 
one year or longer. 

(bp) To require margins of at least 50° 
in the case of loans to carry corporation 
shares. 

(c) To increase substantially margin re- 
quirements in connection with loans on the 
security of instalment finance paper and to 
avoid an increase in the total volume of bank 
credit outstanding for such purposes. 

(d) To pursue, wherever possible, a gen- 
erally tighter credit policy with respect to 
loans granted for other purposes. 

The trouble with this, as we see it, is 
that those businesses requiring bank credit 
for expansion will be denied the equal oppor- 
tunity of advancement with other concerns 
well financed within themselves. These 
changes certainly represent a voluntary giv- 
ing up, by the chartered banks of Canada 
of a rather lucrative loan business,

And the Wheat Pool 


By T. W. PUE 

What was intended as a $65,000,000 bonanza to 
western wheat farmers has ended up in a political 
fiasco not often equalled in the history of the 
dominion government. 

It all started back in 1945 when the dominion 
government agreed to sell wheat to the British 
government on a five-year plan. 
The idea was served up to west- 
ern farmers as a guarantee that 
they would receive fair prices for 
their product during the first 
five post-war years, and did not 
need to worry about 20c a bushel 
oats and 50c wheat. 

WRONG PROPHESY 

What was the matter with 
this guarantee against low 
prices? Simply this that no 
one had a right to expect a de- 
pression within five years of the 
end of a major war. In 1946 I said that prosperity 
would continue until 1960 anyway, and therefore 
the wheat agreement, rather than guarantee farm- 
ers an above-average price would assure only a price 
control that would not give the producer any more 
than he'd get anyway. 

The way it looked to the government, though, 
was that they were being pretty smart in insisting 
Britain pay a certain guaranteed price in spite of 
possible price declines on the world market. 

Prices didn't go down—they went up. At least, 
they went up for everybody except our western 
farmers who were “protected” by this wheat agree- 
ment

MERCURY DUST vs SMUT 

While we're talking about wheat prices, let us 
look into the forthcoming seeding season. Treat- 
ment of seed before seeding has been a common 
practice for centuries. But seed treatment with 
mercurial dressings is a comparatively modern 
practice 

Farmers need not wait until seeding to treat 
their seed with mercury, The question will arise, 
“Why is mercury the best type of seed disinfec- 
tant to use,” 

The answer has been given by scientific re- 
search and testing. In the work done by scientists 
they were well aware that for general use an effec- 
tive seed disinfectant must meet a number of re- 
quirements 

It must control first, the smut diseases; second, 
the root rot diseases; third, the stripe diseases; 
fourth, it must not damage germination; and lastly, 
it must protect food reserves in the seed 

The first three are approximate headings of the 
controllable diseases. Smut diseases 
are familiar in the form of Covered Smut or Bunt 
of wheat, Covered Smut of barley, and Loose Smut 
of oats

A good mercury dust eliminates them. Experi- 
ments with Leytosan and Leytoso) ‘'C", the latter 
a new improved wet treatment, in laboratories, test 
plots and wide open practical farming, have proved 
this. Government departments, farm advisers, and 
scientists have stressed repeatedly that seed grain, 
properly treated with mercury, is immune to 
smut 

It was in large part the research work of Dr. J 
R. Booer, chief scientist for the firm which manu- 
factures Leytosan and Leytosal ‘'C"' which estab- 
lished that composition ef an organic mercury com- 
pound could be related to its efficiency. From this 
it was a work of careful experimenting to estab- 
lish what would be most effective as a seed dis- 
infectant 

The root rot diseases are more widespread than 
popularily supposed. They evidence themselves in 
poor harvest yields. Losses of two bushels per acre 
are not uncommon. Thus far mercury has been 
shown to be the most effective remedy available. 

The Leaf Stripe diseases of importance are 
limited to oats and barley and again are controlled 
by mercury treatment of the seed. It is impossible 
to tell by inspection whether seed is infected, These 
disases cannot be controlled at all by formalin or 
other forms of treatment.

AIR RAID 
WARDENS NEEDED 
Air raid wardens are badly 


needed by the civil defence organi- 
zation, and ex-ARP wardens may 
be given refresher courses to fit 
them as instructors. 

Provincial co-ordinator of the 
civil defence program is Geo. R. 
Howsam, former air-vice marshall 
in the RCAF. Col. Ted Brown is 
the deputy co-ordinator and A. 
Lavoy is the administrative officer 
of the ‘organization. Co-ordinator 
Howsam is presently at the coast, 
checking on civil defence prepara- 
tions there. 

Civil defence in Alberta is pro- 
ceeding under the authority of 
Minister C. E, Gerhart and his 
department of municipal affairs. 


In Edmonton, community 
leagues are taking an active part 
in civil defence preparations. 

Ottawa has recommended that 

Canadian cities mobilize two per 
cent of their population as air 
raid wardens. Edmonton will at- 
tempt to exceed this figure. 

Construction of -mass_ shelters, 
Ottawa feels, would be prohibitive 
in cost. It recommends that each 
householder strengthen a corner 
of his basement, keep a small sup- 
ply of food and sealed water in it, 
and make sure there are two exits. 

Edmonton comprises a civil de- 
fence division, with several sub- 
divisions. Each sub-division breaks 
down into districts, each district 
into sectors, and each sector into 
areas.

Canadians are more travel-minded than Americans and 
spend more dollars per capita on travel than their neighbors 


to the south. 


That’s the word from one of 
Canada’s leading tourist authori- 
ties,, D. Leo Dolan, director of the 
Canadian Government Travel 
Bureau. 

Mr. Dolan passed 
monton recently en 
tourist 
couver.

Terms of the Edmonton Cham- 
ber’s protest which was filed ith 
Prime Minister St. Laurent, Prem- 
ier Manning and other federal and 
provincial authorities in February, 
and was reiterated by this week’s 
resolution, noted that “indirect 
taxes are hidden taxes and as such 
are not conducive to public tax- 
consciousness and hence lead to 
indifference rather than careful 
scrutiny of government expendi- 
tures.” 

The Chamber's stand was that 
any increased tax burden on Can- 
adian citizens at the present time 
should be levied for purposes of 
defence rather than for non-de- 
fence purposes, no piecemeal 
changes in taxing jurisdictions 
should be undertaken since con- 
fusion rather than clarification of 
federal and provincial tax rights

Many know to their 
sorrow that a crop which grades 
“smutty”? represents a serious loss 
of dollars. 

What is the best form of treat- 
ment to avoid these possible 
losses? 

The method most recommended 
by research scientists is the use 
of mercury. Well established com- 
mercial forms of it are available, 
cheap in price and easy of appli- 
cation. So well established not 
only in Canada but elsewhere has 
the practice of using mercury be- 
come that many farmers now re- 
gard it a part of the job of sow- 
ing their fields in the spring sea- 
son.
